Piece; and palpible Errours cauſe all the Truths with which they

TI grant his Patent might fetare)his-Right to 
printall the 150, but '*twould be an invalid Argument to prove'that

Upon Monday, ' 7annary the 8th or 15th, (for I have written Me- 
morials by me, which aſſure me, it could not be ſo early as the 1/, 
nor ſo late as the 224,) Mr. Simmonds came:to my Chamber at war- 
 »ick-Houſe, where I then was Chaplain, and as a Man affrighted 4b- 
ruptly ſpake-to me, We are undone; or -in great danger to be ſo, 
if you'do not help us, which I hope you may, being 1n this Family. 
And when Iask'd him what the matter was? he having a little re- 
covered himſelf, told me the following Story.; and when he had 
done, we conſulted what remedy was to be uſed. His Story was as 
followeth. | | 
© Twas, ſaid he, a while fince at a Gentleman's Honle, a Friend 
of mine in Herrford/bire; whillt I was there, there came a Troop

Not long after, thac 
Troop came.up to Lover, and the ſame Lieutenant quartered at 
- the Bel in the ſame Zere, And yeſterday. about twelve, as I was 
'coming from-Church to my Lodgings, we met each other in 
(rem, yk : Heknew me, but ſaid nothing to me, but turned 
again when he had paſt me, and dogg'd me to the Houſe I lodg'd 
his Piſtol with a brace of Bullets, to mark the Door, and haſted 
away to the Bell, As ſoon as the Maſter of the Houſe told me 
he was gone,/: I got away, and he preſently returned with fix 
Troopers, and ſearch'd the Houſe for me, and breaking open my 
Cloſer, took away all my Papers, and the printed proof Sheets 
which lay looſe-upon my Table: but. they ſeeing them blotted, 
and thinking them to be but waſte-Paper, and not underſtanding 
the Title, it being Greek, or not having look'd into them, threw 
them down in the Dirt, which chey of. che Houſe obſerving, ga- 
thered up. We then, afcer conlukting what. to do, .concluded 
the beſt, if not the only way we could take, was to get a recog 
* from 
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* from Col. Rich to his Lieutenant, ro reſtore all he had fo taken 
* from Mr. Simmonds, It hapned, even beyond our Hopes and Ex- 
peRations, that the very ſame day: Col. Rich came to dine at War- 
»ick-Houſe 3 and between Prayers and Dinner, I defired Mr. Charles 
Rich (after Earl of Y«rwick) to requeſt a Favour for me of the Co- 
lonel, who beckoned him to him croſs the Room, and defired him 
todo mea Kindneſs, and referr'd him ro me to know what it was : _ 
the Colonel drew me aſide, and ask'd what it was I deſired of him 3 
I then ask'd, him if there were not one Lieutenant Arwaker in his 
Regiment? he ſaid there was: 4 then told him he had, upon a pique, 
broke open a Miniſter's Cloſet, and taken away all his Sermon- 
Notes, and other Papers; . and to diſguiſe the betrer, jocularly ad- 
ded, He hath undone a poor Parſon, in robbing him of all his 
Tools 3 and pray'd him to write a Note to him, to require him to 
reſtore them. 2] 3 

The Colonel was ſo kind and juſt, upon_ my fetching Pen, Ink 
and Paper, to write a Note to tim, to re-deliver all; which he did 
ſo punctually, that Mr. Simmonds told me, he miſled not one Paper, 
when his Landlord, who carried the Note, brought them 3 for he 
durſt not appear himſelf : ſo good and ſpeedy Succeſs we had, even 
beyond our Hopes, and there was no time to examine the Papers, 
all being diſpatch'd the next day after the;7 were ſeized. Now what- 
eyer others may think, I judg it a Sign thac God would have them 
publiſh'd for ſome eminent Ends, which, as I before hinted, I may 
couch hereafter ; tho l argue not from his Permiſſive, to his appro- 
ving Providence. —_ 

The ſecond ſignal Providence, which ſeems to me to (ignify, that, 
on the other ſide, God would now have the Truth of this Aﬀair:
